Good seed is an important matter 
with the gardener as well as the farm* 
er.

Th* establishment of a transatlantic 
serries between New York and Ger­ 
many, to be carried on by giant sub­ 
marines, Is a possibility of tho near 
future. 
This was the announcement 
of a prominent New York shipping 
man who has just returned from Ham­ 
burg. 
For obvious reasons bis name 
cannot be used. 
These great submersible “liners” are 
the largest undersea boats that have 
left Germany. 
They have been di­ 
verted from the purposes of w ar and 
will be classed as commercial vessels 
only, according to the Information ob­ 
tained. 
Germany’s object in this is to 
break tho. British blockade and also 
to re-establish a regular mail service 
between the two countries. 
“W earied by continuous interference I 
with mails, (he German j. ore; .inuuit 1 
has decided to try (his method of I 
transporting letters to America and 
also small but valuable cargoes of! 
chemicals which it is now impossible 
to export because of the British block­ 
ade,” said (his man. 
“Some of them 
< hcmionls are now worth many times 
the original value, and the delivery of 
even a small quantity would pay a 
big profit. 
“These supersuhmersibles, 430 feet 
long, with a surface speed of fourteen 
knots, will be regarded as merchant­ 
men by the Berlin government. 
They 
will be armed ‘for defense only,* and it 
is expected they will receive the saint 
treatm ent from this government as tho 
merchant vessels of the allied nations 
which have entered and cleared Ameri­ 
can ports armed for defensive purposes. 


M ay C arry Passengers., 
“As commerce destroyers the big un­ 
dersea craft carry eighteen or twen 
ty torpedoes, but as mail boats they 
will have no torpedoes or tubes. 
The 
only armament will be two small guns 
in the conning tower to be used for de­ 
fense. The space thus made available 
through the absence of torpedoes will 
be used for malls and valuable mer- 
dise. 
initial voyages are successful 
probable-1?hat a small number of 
passengers will be carried.

that the passage would not be Inter­ 
fered with by the British, there are 
many persons who would pay a large 
amount for transportation across the 
Atlantic at this time.

The Question of Fuel. 
Capable of carrying enough oil to 
propel them 0,000 railes, the new trans­ 
atlantic submarines would be able to 
make a round trip lf necessary, It was 
said, without taking fuel here. If they 
were regarded as merchantmen?, how­ 
ever, it Is believed there would be no 
objection to their taking fuel and sup­ 
plies at an American port at any time. 
If a sliced of fourteen knots were 
maintained (be German engineers fig­ 
ure that the voyage from Bremerhaven 
to New York would be m ade In just 
under ten days.
